ANDERSON, Ind., Aug. 14. After a great

deal of wrangling the Cooper Lodge of the
Amalgamated Association has decided to
hold a meeting on Saturday afternoon, to
take another vote on the proposition of the
American Tin Plate Company to reduce the
wages of the hot mill men 25 per cent., In
order to get the big Standard Oil contract.

This will be the third vote on the ques-
tion by the local lodge. The first vote wa3
unanimously against the proposition; the
second was close, but affirmed the former
decision, and it is believed that the third
vote will favor the reduction. The action
of the Elwood workmen, favoring the cut,
has had much influence on the workmen
here. The Anderson plant is now closed,
but probably will be opened again imme
diately if the workmen vote favorably to
the reduction.

Traction Strike Imminent.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Aug. 14 No agree-
ment was reached at the meeting of the
committee of three of the Central Labor
Union and Vice President Charles Mur-doc- k

and Superintendent Emmons, of the
street railway, to-nig- ht. The committee
was composed of T. AV. Rurt, Frederick
Rach and Vice President Jacobs, of the
National Amalgamated Association, the
last named being here to settle the con-
troversy.

The union men submitted a proposition
asking the company to reinstate discharged
union men. to recognize the union and
agree to adjust all differences through a
committee of three employes. The com-
pany rejected all the articles, and there
seems no way to amicably adjust the dis
pute. Jacobs will continue his efforts to
settle the controversy without a strike of
all the union men. The company claims It
has enough nonunion men to operate all
the cars.

HAD WORKED CARRFCLLY.

Aehermnn Plan to Illovr I'p Infirm
ary Building; AYas Elaborate.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
DECATUR. Ind., Aug. 14. It has been

learned that still more careful plans were
laid by Charles Acherman, the inmate of
the county Infirmary, who attempted to
dynamite the infirmary buildings and to
kill J. R. Graber, the superintendent of the
Institution, and the forty-fou- r inmates,
than was at first supposed, ye had made
wire hooks and had placed them In the
basement along the water pipes to the
place where he Intended to set the dyna
mite. A hole in t?ie floor of his room led
to the basement. The bombs were made
by Acherman with plumbers tools which
he secured and used during the night. One
of the bombs has been opened and was
found to contain three pounds of dynamite.
a cap and fuse ready for the match. Af
ter being constantly questioned by the of
flclals, the following statement was ob
tained from Acherman:

"I found the dynamite In the garret of
one of the old buildings and. thinking some
of the other inmates, who are weak-minde- d,

might do some harm with it, I hid
It in my room. As to the fuse. I made thatas an experiment. Even if the dynamite
had gone off there would have been no
loss. I'm no good and Graber Isn't either.
The other inmates are also worthless."

The infirmary buildings are the finest of
the kind in the State and were erected at
a cost of $44,0jO.

OLI1 SETTLERS' MEETINGS.

Great Crowds Listen to Senator Fair-
banks nt HldKevllIe.

RIDGEA'ILLE, Ind., Aug. 14. Notwith-

standing the warning of the Weather
Bureau the crowds began arriving by rail
and private conveyance, the railroads bring-
ing heavy trainloads from all points of the
compass, so that by noon the ten-acr- e park
was filled, th'e stream of carriages coming
in from all directions until by 2 o'clock
the park was literally Jammed..

Promptly at 1:30 the great meeting was
called to order by President Lemaux ai:d,
after invocation. Senator C. W. Fairbanks
was introduced. He held the attention of
all of his vast audience who could catch a
word for an hour and a half. His theme
was "The Glory of the Republic," and he
recounted the achievements of the illus-
trious patriots who have passed over, the
sacrifices of the yeomenry In the reveral
wars that the national honor has de-
manded. He paid a glowing tribute to Presi-
dent McKinley, and closed by eulogizing the
hundreds of pioneers present, whose priva-
tions and industry had developed Jay and
Randolph counties into the finest portion
of the great State of Indiana.

After his speech the senator received an
ovation from the audience. Hundreds
rushed forward to shake his hand.

He was followed by Judge Headington,
of Jay county, who was well received.
Then followed short stories of early life
by the pioneers. The stage was filled with
men whose average age was over sixty
years, headed by McClaln Elliott, a native
of West Virginia, ninety-thre- e years old.
and by Henry Huffman, seventy-seve- n, who
was born and reared in Randolph county,
as. the oldest continuous resident of the
county.

The crowd was estimated at .".o)0 by good
judges, and was by far the largest ever
assembled here.

The Hon. George W. Cromer was present
and spoke briefly. Judges Monks and Macy
were present as pioneers of Randolph. The
txercists closed by electing officers for
the coming year, as follows: President. Ed
E. Hiatt; vice president. Frank Braden,
Jay county; secretary. Earl Cable, Ridge-vill- e.

Isaac Jenklnson. aged seventy-seve- n,

formerly editor of the Richmond Palladium,
was present as the oldest merchant of
Ridgeville.

NINTH DISTRICT DEMOCHATS NAME

HIM TO OPPOSi: LAMHS.

Lone AVrancle Over Indorsement uf
Kansas City Platform Conditions

In the Fifth District.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
LEBANON, Ind., Aug. 14. Judge L. J.

Kirkpatrick, of Kokomo, was nominated
to Congress this afternoon by the Demo-

crats of the Ninth district, and Elmer Cox,
of Elwood, was nominated for Joint repre
sentative of the "Shoestring" district, com-

posed of Madison, Hamilton, Boone and
Montgomery counties. Kirkpatrlck's nom-

ination to Congress was by acclamation.
Only one ballot was necessary to nomi
nate a candidate for Joint representative,
Mr. Cox, of Madison county, winning easily
over Ell Armentrout. of Montgomery. It
was the Intention to have held the con
gressional convention first, but the commit
tee on resolutions got into a wrangle over
certain planks in the platform, and owing
to the delay thus occasioned it was decided
to proceed with the Joint representative
convention first.

M. E. Foley, of Crawfordsville, was per
manent chairman of both conventions, and
James Flppen, of Tipton, was secre
tary. The proceedings were long drawn out
and uninteresting, with the single exception
of the wrangle over the platform in the
congressional convention. When the com-

mittee, which had held a protracted secret
session, adjourned, there was plenty of evi-

dence that the harmony for which so many
earnest pleas have been made was absent.
Two reports were submitted by the com-

mittee to the convention. The majority re-
port was presented by Captain D. F. Allen,
of 'Frankfort. The resolutions reaffirmed
the platform adopted by the state conven-
tion of 1W2, and then said: "Further, as
the representatives of the rank and file of
the Democracy of the Ninth congressional
district of Indiana, we refer with Just pride
to the brilliant record of our leader. Wil-
liam J. Bryan, in the two last presidential
campaigns, and believe that even In defeat
we have achieved a victory for the people
and a demonstration of the truthfulness of
the declarations in our national platform
of 190)." This paragraph was offered as a
compromise to those who were insisting on
the reaffirmation of the Kansas City plat-
form. It was pointed out, however, that
this compromise plank meant nothing and
would not be satisfactory to the free silver
Democrats. The minority report was pre-
sented to the convention by Edgar L.
Maines, of Boone county. The plank con-
cerning the Kansas City platform reads as
follows: "Resolved, That we indorse the
platform adopted by the Kansas City con-
vention of 1&00 and of the Indiana Demo-
cratic state convention of 1&02."
